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Exhibition Improvements 


FEW weeks ago we were about to use a few lines com- 

menting upon the decline in number of annual parties, 
exhibitions, bourses and banquets; but all of a sudden 
notices of these pleasant affairs began arriving in such 
numbers that we needed that few lines and many more 
to list briefly the numerous Annuals scheduled for the 
next couple months. Anyway, it’s clear that if you like 
to look at stamps, whether in frames or bourse books; sit through a 
banquet; or just mingle with the crowd; that there are plenty of week- 
end events to select from and enjoy. 





To us the weak spot of many an annual, aside from local attendance 
(and that’s a serious failing!) has been the exhibition. Few hit a 
happy average. Many are far too large, others whittled down to such 
a scant display that one volume could easily contain it. We never 
could see much point in literally miles of frames, for the effect is tiring 
on all concerned: the committee, those who actually do the preparatory 
work, and the visitor. Too brief an exhibition seems like a rather curt 
dismissal of the hobby’s best selling points, and to disregard the pur- 
pose of the exhibition. Competitive exhibitions too frequently are not 
competitive. At some shows it has been only an accident that an ex- 
hibitor got away with a minimum of one ribbon. 


Best recent improvement is the addition of classes and awards 
for entries not previously entered elsewhere, thus encouraging more col- 
lectors to take part in the competitive exhibitions and doing away with 
the vague feeling that entries are limited to a certain select group of 
collectors. In short, the novice is now made welcome, and given a 
chance to win without having to compete with veteran prize winners. 
The familiar collections, seen here and there over the country should 
not be discouraged, for they and their often unique contents are neces- 
sary features of shows. They usually force the “ooohs and aaahhhs” 
out of the skeptic, or the fellow who admires only dollars. Not all of 
us can mount our stamps so attractively, or have so complete a dis- 
play of certain issues or countries; but that should not bar either you 
or the envied owners from participating, each in your own class in 
stamp shows. And incidentally, it might tend to make “national” shows 
actually national, by getting entries on a nationwide scale. 


There is another advantage to the hobby in encouraging all collec- 
tors to enter exhibitions. Its well known that a little session with one’s 
albums in preparation for entry is in effect actually a pep session, for 
it increases your interest immensely. In truth, that is the one oc- 
casion when some of us do our mounting—when we find it must be 
done and can not longer be postponed. We’ve often thought that if 
every stamp club required each member to enter at least one frame 
in the annual exhibition, the net result would be a much more active 
membership. The same result could probably be obtained by requiring 
each member to exhibit his collection sometime during the calendar 
year.

The other card curiosity is a lc Jef- 
ferson card of 1894 postmarked Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. November 1, 1894 and over 
the card’s stamp is a current 2c 1894 
adhesive stamp which is postmarked at 
the same city on November 6, 1894. The 
explanation of double use of the card is 
that the back shows it was mailed the 
first time as a bill for newspapers and the 
second time as a receipt, the debtor hav 
ing returned the card with his remit- 
tance. But why was 2c postage used to 
nay the card’s way on its second trip? 
That it was not an accidental overpay- 
ment is evidenced by a second identical 
card dated nearly two vears later, used 
between the same publisher and custom- 
er. Who can supply the answer? 

Our guess on the WHY of the Pitts 
burgh cards having 2c is that until 1898 
there was no provision for private mail 
ing cards and the card upon being used 
as a private card (by affixing stamp) 
was required to pay ordinary first class 
postage, same as a letter. 





The first day of the 1%c Martha 
Washington sheets printed with electric 
eye markings occurred on January 16 
with little attention from philately. Total 
sales of the stamps was a trifle over 
$1200, and considering that cover serv- 
icers had to buy full sheets in order 
to get a maximum of 40 stamps out of 
each 100, it can be seen that actual sales 
of stamps to be retained for philatelic 
purposes would be somewhat less than 
$500. Collectors despite all the hulla- 
baloo are recognizing that difference 
between printings recognizable only by 
plate markings are not of the same im- 
portance as different issues. 





H. M. Sherwin of Fargo, N. D. prompt- 
ly supplies a list of 16c Air mail Special 
plate number combinations requested 
in our March 1 issue.

U. S. specialists will have an unusual 
auten opportunity March 24, 25 when 
Harmer, Rooke & Co., Inc. sell at the 
Collector’s Club the Earl of Crawford 
collection of U. S. proofs and essays. 
The catalogue, obtainable of the firm at 
551 Fifth Ave., is a veritable reference 
work of these items, being well illus- 
trated. Many items not listed in the old 
Mason catalogue are offered in essays. 
The proofs feature as their outstanding 
items the many blocks, these being plate 
number and imprint blocks of eight to 
12 of many issues, including Columbians. 
The inverted center 1869s are represented 
by blocks of four. 





We were looking through a little pack 
of booklet covers which had ben laid 
aside as the panes were removed. All had 
been obtained prior to 1930. One which 
either was issued prior to the World 
War, or between 1920 and 1925 (since 
the inside cover says postage rate is 2c 
and registry 10c) has on the front cover 
a replica of the central design of the 2c 
Parcel Post stamp.

This booklet cover 
has a circular seal design enclosing a 
view of the old Post Office Department 
building at Washington, replaced a few 
years ago. 


The Lindbergh booklet cover is famil- 
iar enough to many collectors, but was 
an attractive one. Printed in blue on 
white paper, it bore at upper left the 
familiar “horseman” emblem of the 
P. O. Department and the statement of 
booklet’s contents is a winged device 
reminiscent of the winged globe design 
of the air mail stamps of later years. 
The back cover contains a neat little 
miniature map of the air routes then 
existing. 





Some collectors in mounting their 
booklet panes have mounted a few covers 
of the booklets for ornamentation and 
they add to attractiveness of such dis- 
plays. There have been many changes in 
the booklet covers and inscriptions and 
a complete collection would probably be 
almost impossible to secure. 





The “dummy” stamp booklets which 
were bought at the New York City post 
office have occasioned much comment. 16 
books in all turned up, being of the 37c 
variety and should have therefore con- 
tained two panes each of the 3c Presi- 
dential. Instead of the stamps, each pane 
had six solid rectangles of purple the 
same size as a stamp. Each rectangle 
had a frameline around it. These book- 
lets were produced during some experi- 
ments at the Bureau, sent to New York 
for cutting experiments and not known 
to have been issued accidentally or other- 
wise at any post office. ???? 





D. Blake Battles of Wooster has shown 
us a cover which presents somewhat of a 
puzzle. It is addressed to a local address, 
but city is not indicated, and it would 
appear to be a U. S. address. In upper 
right corner, partly covering the address 
(obliterating the last name) is affixed 
a label about 134 inches wide and 1% 
high, perforated roughly at left, top and 
right, but straightedged at bottom. Label 
is dark red paper printed in black in 
three lines: “M.—No. 55/POST OF- 
FICE/EXPRESS” with a line separat- 
ing each line starting flush at the left 
without inderition. No cancellation, and 
no postmarks of any sort on label or cov- 
er. Who can explain it? Come on you 
oldsters and solve this one.

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Vermont First Day 


By the evening prior to the first day 
of issue of the Vermont Statehood com- 
memorative it appeared that approxi- 
mately 300,000 of the new stamps would 
be cancelled on first day covers. 25 
clerks had been busy for several days 
preparing the covers, placing thereon 
from one to nine stamps as directed by 
the senders. The first cover cancetled 
was addressed to President Roosevelt, 
contained a message from Governor 
Wills and was franked with the first 
stamp torn from the second sheet sold. 
The first sheet was sold to Fletcher D. 
Plumley, Secretary of Civil and Mili- 
tary Affairs, who represented the Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Plumley presented the sheet 
to the Vermont Historical Society. 
Stamps from the second sheet franked 
greetings from Governor Wills to the 
other state governors and the third was 
retained by him intact. H. S. Cham- 
berlin was the Post Office representative 
from Washington in charge of the cover 
preparations. The official report says 
182,243 first day covers were sent and 
302,450 stamps sold. 

March 4 was also Town-Meeting Day, 
one of the oldest democratic functions 
in American history. At many towns 
the first Town Meeting was re-enacted, 
as at Montpelier, the capital and scene 
of the first day sale. The observance 
of the sesquicentennial of admission will 
continue throughout the year, with 
plans already made for observances as 
late as next October. The stamp it is 
expected, will be supplied through that 
period upon requisition of state post- 
masters. 

Congressman Charles A. Plumley, who 
James Waldo Fawcett says in his Wash- 
ington Sunday Star column is a “prac-

The picture would 
seem to have been taken, he continued, 
by “a tourist tearing through town at 
80 miles an hour.” The shield in lower 
right corner was likened to a “police- 
man’s badge.” Mr. Plumley stated that 
he could not learn that Vermont’s dele- 
gation in Congress was ever consulted 








by postal authorities. Actually a photo |

Society was used and the Bureau staff | 
thought the design a good production, 
says Fawcett. Plates 22706 and 22707) 
were used for the first printing.

Linns Weekly Stamp News,

Editor: 


I noticed with interest your remarks 
in the February 8 LINN’S regarding the 
new Gaullist Cameroun stamps. There is 
an error concerning the semi-postal issues 
which I wish to correct. 

The surcharge on these new Cameroun 
semi-postal stamps reads OEUVRES DE 
GUERRE and a surcharged surtax. As 
every good Frenchman knows, the word 
OEUVRES means “(public) works”, and 
NOT “orphans”. ORPHELIN is the 
French word for “orphan”. 

In the conflicts between the free French 
and Vichy adherents in Douala, adminis- 
trative capital of Cameroun, there were 
no major clashes. There were some cas- 
ualties of a minor nature, undoubtedly, 
but the taking over of Douala by de Gaul- 
le was really more of a coup de maitre 
than a mere coup d’etat. There were no 
war orphans in Cameroun in numbers 
worthy of issuing special semi-postals. 

Consequently, what these new semi- 
postals were issued for was to raise funds 
for repairing governmental property dam- 
aged by Vichy adherents who thought 
that in so doing they would successfully 
hamper the activities of their free French 
adversaries. The damage done hampered 
de Gaulle and his improvements only to 
the extent of raising funds for repairing 
the wreckage. 

What de Gaulle actually did in this case 
was give collectors a headache, for the 
issue is known to be limited, as stated. 
Moreover, in issuing these stamps the 
de Gaullist government has unwittingly 
given certain manufacturing chemists 
added business for surely frantic and 
disappointed philatelists will need added 
doses of acetylsalicylic ester to calm 
their feverish minds. 

Anyhow, who ever translated the sur- 
charge on the Cameroun semi-postals 
must never have had any knowledge of 
French to give such a dizzy translation.

ALFONSO XIII 





Spain’s last king was a familiar per- 
sonage to philately. For 43 years his 
portrait appeared on stamps of the 
diminished Spanish Empire, ranging 
from his portrait as a three-year old 
king to the last postal portrait of him 
at the age of 46. To collectors of an 
earlier generation the Alfonso “Baby 
Heads” of the 1890’s were common 
enough; cheap, plentiful and among the 
most popular of such issues of their day. 





The Spanish-American War resulted in 
large quantities of them appearing on 
the American market. 

The 1889 Baby Head design, depicting 
the posthumous son of Alfonso XII was 
prepared for the homeland as well as 
the possessions beyond the sea. The re- 
gents, preoccupied with a restless Spain, 
neglected to keep the postal portraits 
up to date (as present day Roumania 
does) and the issuance of additional 
Baby Head stamps when the king had 
twelfth year occasioned 
humorous comment in the philatelic jour- 
nals of the time. Not until 1900 was 
Spain supplied with a new series with 
current likeness of the king and this 
series too had a long life, for not until 
1909 was it replaced. Alfonso grew 
slowly on his stamps. Meanwhile early 





' in 1898 the colonies were supplied with 


a new design, but these issues were for 


| the most part short lived, for some values 
' were in use only a few weeks before 


the American occupation and victories 
independence forces in Cuba, 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines forced 


| them into retirement as trophies of the 
» conquerors or waste paper at the Royal 
» Mint at Madrid. 


The bad management of the Span- 
ish government extended to its stamp 
issues and despite frequent new issues 
in the first two decades of this cen- 
tury, they remained unpopular. The 
portrait of the king as a boy of 11 is 
found on new series supplied Elobey, 
Annobon and Corisco in 1903, Fernando 
Po in 1899, Guinea in 1902 and Rio de 
Oro in 1905. In 1907 an up to date 
Portrait was used on a series provided 
for each of these colonies. By 1909 the 
colonies had been consolidated into Span- 
ish Guinea and Rio de Oro and were 
supplied new portrait series in 1909, 
1912, 1914, 1919, 1920, 1921-22 (when 
Rio dropped out) and lastly in 1931 
when shortly before the revolution, Al- 








fonso and Queen Victoria shared space 
on higher values of Guinea. 

Like many another ruler, Alfonso lived 
to see his postal portrait obliterated with 
overprints indicating a new government. 
In 1930 appeared the last issue for the 
homeland, depicting the king and the 
next spring this appeared appropriately 
overprinted for the republic which over- | 
threw the kingdom on April 14, 1931. | 
The Guinea series was also so treated. | 
Spanish postal history was following | 
that of neighboring Portugal of a quar- 
ter century before. 

Not only a noted personage passed 
away the other day in exile at Rome, | 
but a stamp collector as well. During 
the regency, and prior to his coronation 
in 1902, the young king was an enthusi- 
astic collector, his mother, Queen Maria 
Christina limiting his purchases to 
stamps costing no more than 100 pesetas. 
The late Charlie Phillips in his book 
“Stamp Collecting” tells how Madrid’s 
leading dealer, Manuel Galvez ignored 
the order and supplied the young mon- 
arch with all stamps he desired, and the 
Queen “had to pay.” After the corona- 
tion Alfonso’s interest in stamps suffered 
from lack of time, but a court officer 


: 
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maintained the volumes for occasional 
royal perusal. Diplomats presented the 
king with various stamps and Portugal 
once reprinted some stamps in order to 
supply him with a complete collection. 
In 1930 the king visited the Philatelic 
exhibition at Barcelona and surprised 
those in charge with his knowledge of 
things philatelic. At the auction of the 
Ferrari collection, Arthur Hind outbid 
Alfonso’s agents for many rarities of 
Spain and the latin countries. What be- 
came of his collection upon his flight 
from Spain in 1931, is not stated. Pre- 
sumably it remained his property.

What Not to Do When 


Sending Covers 





Persons handling cachets and offering 
to hold covers for events often complain 
of the mistakes made by collectors when 
preparing their covers. Most are just 
thoughtless errors of omission by the 
senders, probably very few are intention- 
al. So here are a few things one 
SHOULDN’T do when sending covers: 

Don’t put less than first class postage 
on covers. 1)4c is insufficient and if 
clerks obey postal rules the postmark will 
not be dated. 

Don’t send covers for airmail events 
with only 3c postage. The air mail rate 
is 6c per ounce. 

Don’t use an envelope already bearing 
a cachet or printed return card for a 
cover to be mailed from some cachet 
event. A large clear space on face of 
cover must remain for the cachet. 

Don’t write your address in the middle 
of the cover. Often the cachet must over- 
lap such addresses. And if it’s a first 
day cover, the postmaster seldom has 
room to place the stamps. 

Don’t forget to address the covers. 
Cachet directors and postmasters do not 
have time to do this for you. 

Don’t send money to cachet directors 
for THEM to affix the stamps. They do 
not run post offices. You should send 
your covers with stamps affixed. 

Don’t send just an empty envelope. 
Place a light card, a blotter or several 
thicknesses of paper inside the cover, so 
that it will be stiff enough to take the 
cancellation properly. You can tuck in 
the flaps or seal them, but you should 
do one or the other. Otherwise they may 
cause plenty of trouble when clerks try 
to handle them. Moreover you might 
receive them with an undesired rubber 
stamp indicating the covers were re- 
ceived unsealed at such and such a post 
office, a regulation of the P. O. Dept. 

Don’t send covers to cachet sponsors 
without some indication, either on outer 
wrapper or in form of a note inside, indi- 
cating WHICH cachet you are sending 
for. Some cachet sponsors have several 
events planned and cannot be blamed 
if they mail the covers at an event other 
than the one you intended, if you fail 
to indicate your desires. 

Don’t try to send two or more ounces 
of covers to the cachet director for a 
single 3c stamp. Always weigh your send- 
ing (and not on some 10c spring scale 
which is little better than a guess) and 
if you are in doubt and no scale handy, 
stick on extra postage, rather than stick 
the cachet director for the postage due.

Mr. Ser- 
phos has the entire lot of 12 covers which 
were prepared for carriage on the ill- 
fated Rene Fonck trans-Atlantic flight 
in 1926. These covers were taken from 
the body of the radio operator Charles 
Clavier after the ship had crashed and 
caught fire. They were retained by the 
coroner of Mineola, L. I. from 1926 to 
the latter part of 1940, unknown to col- 
lectors. The lot was sold at an unad- 
vertised auction sale of “Unclaimed 
Coroners Deposits” at the Mineola po- 
lice Building on November 9, 1940. 





The Liberian Stamps released last 
week proved quite popular. The Con- 
sulate was flooded with orders from all 
over the country. Mr. Walker, the Con- 
sul General, hopes to receive additional 
supplies, but a few of the boys who 
are in the “know” believe otherwise. 
The stack of unfilled orders on Walker’s 
desk was tremendous. This set caused 
a headache to many dealers who ad- 
vertised the set at low prices without 
having it in stock. This was one set 
where the New York Dealer was slightly 
more fortunate than his out of town 
brethren. 





A number of months ago I wrote that 
the Sales of Italian Colonial stamps 
were on the ownward trail. Today New 
York dealers are experiencing an un- 
precedented demand for the stamps of 
all the Italian African colonies. This 
can be traced to the success of the Brit- 
ish Advances. For a while I was under 
the impression that only Hitler could 
make a country philatelically popular! 





Because of the large number of Auc- 
tion sales that have and are continuing 
to take place in the metropolitan dis- 
trict, I have refrained from comment- 
ing on any particular auction, however,

I find I must comment on the material 
Vahan Mozian is selling in his next 
auction at the end of March. This auc- 
tion sale will contain many rare items 
in U. S. postal history, but what is more 
important is the condition of these items, 
the majority of the rare stuff is very 
fine to superb. Almost everything is in 
this sale, inverts, rare blocks, imperf 
errors, imperf between errors etc. 





Kent Stiles, in the New York Sun- 
day Times, has published a listing of 
all stamps issued as a result of the Euro- 
pean War. According to him, there are 
780 varieties. France and Possessions, 
Germany and occupied countries were 
responsible for 523 of the total. United 
States was responsible for 3. If we get 
new defense stamps as is planned we'll 
be responsible for a few more. 


Illegal Stamp Illustrations 





An increase has been noted recently 
in illegal illustrations of U. S. postage 
and revenue stamps. Since the regula- 
tions regarding illustrations seems to 
have been forgotten, societies and deal- 
ers planning to use illustrations on ad- 
vertising matter and stationery should 
check first to see if their illustrations 
conform to the regulations. It is not 
permitted to illustrate ANY stamp in 
color, whether U. S. or foreign. All 
U. S. and foreign postage (but not 
revenue) stamps may be illustrated in 
black, but the U. S. must be either 
three-quarters (or smaller) of actual 
size, or one and one-half times (or 
larger) than actual size. Illustrations 
between 34 and 14 times actual size 
of a U. S. stamp are illegal. There are 
no restrictions on sizes of foreign il- 
lustrations. The use of postage stamp 
illustrations on envelopes, or labels in- 
tended to be placed upon envelopes 
(either front or back) is forbidden. Sev- 
eral outstanding violations of this have 
been noted recently. Collectors and other 
interested parties should promptly ad- 
vise those improperly illustrating stamps 
in order to avoid stricter regulations. 
Philately should cooperate with the au- 
thorities. In regards to revenue stamps, 
it is not legal to illustrate any U. S. 
revenue stamps, but the illustration of 
foreign revenues has been upheld by a 
court. 


® In producing Roumania’s first 1 ban 
stamp a 114 bani stamp plate was tooled 
by an engraver, who attempted to re- 
move without otherwise damaging de- 
signs the “14” but occasionally portions 
of the fraction remained. This explains 
why the inscription reads “bani” instead 
of the singular form “ban.” 


® The Paris printed issue of Roumania 
of 1872 was ordered early in 1870 from 
M. Hulot, (French Mint) but the Fran- 
co-German War, the ensuing siege of 
Paris and difficulties following the end of 
the war, prevented M. Hulot from finish- 
ing the order for many months.
